racing schedule has been approved by the 

Delaware Racing Commission. 

The Thoroughbred track near Wilmington 

will conduct a 73-day meeting from Satur¬ 


day, May 29, through Labor Day, Monday, 
September 6. 

Austin A. Brown, Delaware Park's general 
manager, also announced that the commis¬ 
sion has granted the track's request to pre¬ 
sent racing five days a week throughout the 
season. 

The new schedule calls for a Friday- 
through-Tuesday format. There will be no 
racing on Wednesdays and Thursdays. A 
1:30 p.m. first-race post time will be in effect 
each racing day. 

Originally, Delaware Park had planned to 
operate from Saturday, June 5, through La¬ 
bor Day, with Mondays and Thursdays as 
"dark" days. The decision to lengthen the 
season, and to change the non-racing days, 
was taken by the track's board of directors 
when officials of Keystone race course, near 
Philadelphia, announced that they planned 
to operate on a year-around basis and would 
race in conflict with Delaware Park's tradi¬ 
tional summer dates. 

In recent years, Delaware Park meetings 
had opened after Keystone concluded its 
spring season.

We didn't think she was going to make it. 
She would run around in the field and fall, 
sometimes lying there for 30 minutes. Final¬ 
ly, her back became very strong again after 
about six months, and she regained her good 
way of going. We had a decision to make, to 
put her back in training or wait until spring 

Seventh successive colt produced 
by Marshall Funkhouser and Larry Miller's 
Uncle Percy mare Cute Little Liz is 
a chestnut colt by Shy Native foaled February 20. 
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and breed her. We decided to breed her. We 
knew nothing about the breeding game since 
this was our first mare. We started studying 
pedigrees, the care of foals and yearlings, 
and asking questions at the various breeding 
farms. We wouldn't have any wars if every¬ 
one was as helpful and nice as the people on 
the breeding farms. They are the greatest! 

It seemed like an eternity before our first 
foal arrived. Then we had to wait two more 
years before he went to the track. It was all 
worth the waiting. He has won 11 races as of 
this date. 

We knew the racing game before entering 
it. We went to the bam every weekend and 
holiday for 10 years. Veteran trainer Norman 
L. Haymaker, my brother-in-law, taught us 
everything about a race horse. We regard 
him as one of the finest horsemen in the 
country. 

The racing game is very exciting, though 
we believe that the breeding game is more 
exciting, especially in the spring. It takes lots 
of luck in both, regardless of how much you 
know. 
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The other mare that we own had all colts 
until last year. Perhaps Cute Little Liz can 
give us an addition to our broodmare band 
next year.

Problems And Solutions 

Sir: 

I am writing to express some views regard¬ 
ing a number of the problems currently fac¬ 
ing Maryland racing—and to propose some 
potential methods of solving them. 

I will leave aside such issues as consolida¬ 
tion, OTB and improving the Maryland 
Fund program. Rather I intend to concen¬ 
trate on the very important areas of market¬ 
ing and making fans feel welcome. 

Pimlico has learned how to promote the 
Preakness quite well, as the record crowds 
will attest. But why can't this kind of promo¬ 
tion be applied at other times as well? 

I would recommend that Pimlico open the 
infield on occasional Saturdays during the 
spring and summer, in those alternate years 
when the summer meet is raced there. The 
argument that it is too expensive could be 
drowned out by a sea of people flocking to 
the track if, and it is a very big if, but if they 
believe it can be fun. 

Radio talk shows and sporadic handicap¬ 
ping seminars are not going to draw many 
people—the public must feel as if it is ap¬ 
preciated, and part of the show. Get them to 
feel this way and they will reciprocate that 
attention with increased attendance, sup¬ 
port and a larger handle. Just ask the Blast 
what a little attention to the fans can do. 

One problem with attracting younger 
fans, quite frankly, is the attitude of too 
many track employees. Guards are all too 
often abusive and curt; mutuel workers are 
surly and hurried; concessionaires are aloof 
and disinterested. In short, people are made 
to feel neither welcome nor comfortable. 
This indictment does not, of course, apply to 
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everyone, but it does to enough people to 
create serious image problems. 

It is no wonder that many patrons think, 
"Who needs this?", and decide not to return. 
Contrast this with places such as Saratoga 
and Delaware Park (and Fair Hill) where the 
customer is treated as a guest whom man¬ 
agement hopes will return. Simple courtesy 
can, and should, be contagious. It might 
work wonders. 

As for the tracks themselves, Timonium, 
assuming it remains open, has some natural 
advantages which should be utilized. First, 
the size of the plant itself makes seeing the 
race that much easier. People should under¬ 
stand this—here is a small track where even 
newcomers won't get lost in a vast expanse 
of concrete and pre-fab trees. People who 
complain they can't see at other tracks don't 
have that problem at Timonium. 

Laurel, situated as it is between Baltimore 
and Washington, should be a natural loca¬ 
tion to draw large crowds. The Washington, 
D.C., International remains a competitive, if 
not sensational, race, and there is little effort 
made to publicize it. Laurel is also home of 
two races that often help decide 2-year-old 
championships and spotlight potential Tri¬ 
ple Crown contenders. But how many peo¬ 
ple, even sports fans, know much of the 
Selima and Futurity? 

Bowie has little to recommend it, but at 
least it ought to publicize the Campbell and 
Governor's Cup. These races occasionally 
draw a household name here and there ... I 
know ... it was in the Campbell that On the 
Sly's career ended. 

Racing must learn to compete with other 
entertainment values. It cannot be an island. 
For an industry that employs so many peo¬ 
ple, it all too often seems barely concerned 
with its long-range future.

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A 35-year-old Maryland trainer who has 
lived in the shadow of his father gained fame 
for himself early this month when Majesty's 
World won the $125,000 (Grade II) John B. 
Campbell Handicap at Bowie. 

Owned by John D. Marsh, Majesty's 
World won the mile and a quarter race by a 
nose and also broke the track record, run¬ 
ning the distance in 2:03%, shaving three- 
fifths of a second off the old record set in 1978 
by Mr. George. 

Trainer of the 7-year-old gelding is John 
Tammaro III, son and grandson of nationally 
known horsemen who bore the same name. 

It was John's father—trainer of 1981 2- 
year-old champion Deputy Minister—who 
taught the young man everything he knows 
about horses. 

"He was a tough boss," smiles John. "I 
lots of times felt that he was singling me out 
for persecution. But I took it, and I'm glad. 
By picking on me—sometimes I thought un¬ 
necessarily—he was trying to give me an eye 
for detail that makes the difference between 
winning and losing races." 

Definitely reserved compared to his 55- 
year-old father who is a large, physically im¬ 
posing man with what might be called a for¬ 
tissimo personality, John Tammaro III is still 
unmistakably self-assured. He speaks forth¬ 
rightly, like a man whose whole life has 
pushed him only one direction. 

The oldest of five children, he accom¬ 
panied his father to the race tracks practically 
as far back as he can remember, and he al¬ 
ways assumed he'd train horses some day. 

Historically, there have been labyrinthine 
generations of Tammaros in the racing bus¬ 
iness. 

John Tammaro I was a steeplechase jock¬ 
ey, killed in a race at Belmont Park when his 
son, John Jr., was seven years old. John 
Tammaro I also had a daughter who became 
well-known Maryland trainer Angela (Sis) 
Tammaro Price. Her 26-year-old son, Tom 
Moran, is now a local blacksmith. 

Two of John Jr.'s other children—26-year- 
old Michael and 24-year-old Cathy—work

for him now. And John Tammaro IV—John 
Ill's 13-year-old son—is already spending 
school holidays with his father at the race 
tracks. He plans to become a trainer too. 

Including this youngster and John Tam¬ 
maro Jr.'s mother's father—a former trainer 
and mutuel man named John Benner—the 
Tammaro family spans five generations in 
racing. 

When John Tammaro III was first coming 
along, however, life was in some ways grim 
for his immediate family. 

John Jr., who is five feet, nine inches tall 
and long since extremely corpulent, made 
valiant efforts to support his family as a jock¬ 
ey until he was about 26 years old, literally 
starving himself until he was too weak to 
ride. Toward the end of his riding career he 
was eking out a living shuttling around from 
one track to another, and John III was sent to 
live with his great-grandparents, the Ben¬ 
ners, in the Pimlico area of Baltimore. 

"My father was just trying to keep going as 
a rider as long as he could," explains young 
John. "He rode for about 10 years and had 
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over 1,000 winners so he actually did all right 
until he got too old to pull so much weight." 

Upon retiring as a jockey, old John moved 
to Baltimore, settling down with his family in 
a house on Garrison avenue, two blocks 
from the Pimlico race course. 

Mr. Tammaro became a trainer, but hardly 
an overnight success. 

"He had a lot of bad horses for a long 
time," admits son John. "He used to go 
down to Virginia every year to a farm and get 
a package deal on a bunch of young horses 
from a man who sold them very, very rea¬ 
sonably." 

In between training his own stable, he of¬ 
ten made expenses by galloping horses for 
other people. 

"Now I realize what he was going through 
. . . He spent a lifetime building up a reputa¬ 
tion. All I've had to do is keep my name 
clean," says the admiring son. 

From the days when his father used to take 
him to the races and leave him in the care of 
the flagman, a "Mr. Robinson" who told him 
stories and bought him french fries, young 
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John graduated to mucking stalls and walk¬ 
ing hots and finally galloping horses. 

"I wanted to be a jockey," rcalls John. "My 
father put me on horses when I was 12 years 
old, which is really kind of young. When I 
was 13 I got big, though, and it was obvious 
that I wouldn't be able to ride races. Then he 
wouldn't let me get on horses any more. 
(Actually, John ended up being five feet, se¬ 
ven inches tall, but with more the physique 
of a wrestler than a jockey.) 

"My father said if I couldn't be a jockey 
there was no sense in my being an exercise 
boy. That really shook me up. I sulked for a 
whole year. I wouldn't go to the track with 
him any more because of it. But I'm glad 
now. 

"Exercise boys make a little more than 
grooms and a lot of them get satisfied with it 
and don't try to go any further, whereas a 
groom with any willpower at all will try to 
work his way out of the stalls into something

better, as mv father said. I worked a little 
harder when I came back," he adds. 

The classic illustration of his father's phi¬ 
losophy toward work took place one sum¬ 
mer afternoon at Delaware Park when John 
was about 13 years old. His father was run¬ 
ning a horse; another horse in the race hap¬ 
pened to break down. 

Just as John, who was supposed to be his 
father's hotwalker, passed by the eighth pole 
on his way back to the bam, he saw some 
men putting up a screen. A veterinarian was 
preparing to destroy the horse which had 
broken its leg. 

Like any curious child, John stopped and 
stayed to witness the whole event. Then he 
ran back to the stable, only to find that their 
horse had already been washed and put on 
the ring. 

Old John jumped all over his son for being 
late. 


Although his father expected more from 
him than he did from his other grooms and 
hotwalkers, John Tammaro III never re¬ 
ceived a salary as a teenager. At the end of 
one summer his father gave him $40. "That 
was a lot of monev to me then," he remarks. 

John III went on to graduate from Mergen- 
thaler Vocational-Technical High School in 
Baltimore citv. After that he spent three 
years in the Armv, one as a line medic in an 
airborne unit in Vietnam. "I came home all 
right (from Vietnam), I have no complaints 
about it now." 

Released from the service in November, 
1969, he immediately drove to Laurel race 
course and asked his father for a job. Old 
John was Laurel's leading trainer at the time. 

Soon John III worked his way up to be¬ 
come his father's shedrow foreman. He took 
out his own trainer's license in 1974 when his 
father took some horses to New York and left 
him with a division here. At the 1974-75 
Monmouth Park meeting John Tammaro III 
was leading trainer with a division of his 
father's horses. 
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Tammaro continued 

Then his father decided on a career 
change. 

"He told me he'd won a lot of races and he 
didn't get a thrill from it like he used to; he 
needed to trv to win the top races. That's 
when he went toward the private job (Mr. 
Tammaro is employed by Canada's Kingha- 
ven Farm) and each year he's been there 
they've gotten stronger/' notes the son. 

"Mv father is the same now as he's ever 
been. He just has better quality horses," he 
adds. 

Divorced for a number of years, old John 
hardly ever comes to Maryland any more. 
Son John talks to him two or three times a 
week on the telephone and sees him at auc¬ 
tion sales. 

Since starting out on his own in 1976, with 
seven of his father's horses, John has made 
steady progress. But even his victory with 
Majesty's World has not made him boastful. 
As he puts it: "There's still so much in front 
of me." 

A year and a half ago he and his wife 
Beatrice (Bebe) built a house in Howard 
county, adjacent to the home of his aunt. Sis 
Price. With nine acres and a small bam, they 
have room for a few broodmares and turn¬ 
outs, but they haven't gotten the stock to¬ 
gether yet. What they mostly wanted was 
the opportunity to raise their children in the 
country. In addition to 13-year-old Johnny, 
they have a daughter, Joanna, 7. 

Bebe, a non-horsewoman who grew up in 
the same Pimlico area as her husband, keeps 
the books. Young Tammaro trains for nine 
different owners in addition to his principal 
client, John Marsh. He has no horses of his 
own. "That way I'm 100 per cent for the 
people I work for," he points out. "I think it 
makes a big difference to them." 

Like his father, he says he is "big on loy¬ 
alty. It's a hard thing to find in employees 
and associates, but my father and I have both 
built our careers around owners who are 
loyal." 

After workout, trainer John Tammaro III

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To John Tammaro III, his father's opinion 
still carries enormous weight: "If I do some¬ 
thing wrong, he finds out about it. He knows 
evervbodv.

And how about if he does something 
right? 

Like winning a graded $125,000 stake with 
a former claimer? 

"That's when I feel good all over," replies 
the voung man. "If I know my father, he 
probablv got the results in Florida before 
thev made it official at Bowie." 

And then John makes an obvious under¬ 
statement: "I respect him a great deal." □ 
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Which horse is reall y protected?

The famed Stymie Manor Farm founded 
by the late Hirsch Jacobs was acquired early 
this month by a five-family partnership 
headed by Mr. and Mrs. John B. Merryman. 

Others in the purchasing group are Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank A. Bonsai Jr., Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis N. Iglehart Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
McGill Jr. and Mr. and Mrs. William Enten¬ 
mann. Except for the Entenmanns, all of the 
buyers are residents of either Baltimore 
county or Baltimore city. Mr. Entenmann is a 
member of the New York-based bakery com¬ 
pany which bears his family's name. 

Sale of the 200-acre farm—which has been 
renamed Corbett Farm, it being located on 
Corbett road—was made by John William 
Jacobs, son of the Hall of Fame trainer who 
became a self-made multimillionaire in the 
Thoroughbred business. 


Bill Albright, manager of Stymie Manor 
for 25 years, will remain as operational head 
of the Monkton farm. 

"We bought everything—lock, stock and 
barrel," said Mr. Merryman. "We'll run it as 
a commercial operation, and we'll offer ev¬ 
ery conceivable service for Thoroughbred 
breeders, trainers and owners. 

"Right now we have seven stallions— 
Wise Exchange, Lively King, Majestic One, 
Mysolo (GB), Valet de Pied (Fr), Droopy and 
Par Excellent. We've also got a training track 
over which we can break and exercise hors¬ 
es. The partnership does not itself own any 
horses but almost all of us have horses in our 
own names." 

Hirsch Jacobs bought the farm in 1946 in 
partnership with Isidor Bieber. 
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Later the Jacobs family bought out the 
Bieber interest. 

Among the many top horses raised at 
Stymie Manor were Hail to Reason, High 
Echelon, Personality, Affectionately, Lady 
of Promise, Change the Patch and Snow 
Plow.

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Cuprill's Letrado Makes 
Successful Home Invasion

The first stakes winner sold by the Christ¬ 
mas family's Maryland Sales Agency is the 
3-year-old colt Letrado who has accounted 
for two added-money races in the past two 
months. 

What made the victories intriguing, and 
even exotic by local standards, is that Le¬ 
trado arrived at Bowie, unheralded and vir¬ 
tually unnoticed, during the dead of winter 
in a mid-January snowstorm from the tropi¬ 
cal island of Puerto Rico, where he had been 
confined for eight days in a quarantine sta¬ 
tion at San Juan. 

Despite numerous setbacks reminiscent of 
Canonero IPs rise to fame, the stylish chest¬ 
nut colt, a Maryland-bred who sold here as a 
yearling, overcame them all in a two-week 
span to win an open stakes in his first U.S. 
start. 

Proof of his obscurity: Letrado went off at 
35-1 odds in the first division of the W.P. 
Burch and paid $75.40 straight. 

Then, in March, Letrado gained his sec¬ 
ond Bowie stakes win, accounting for the 
$35,000 Prince Georges, posting a $21.40 
mutuel. In that mile and a sixteenth race, he 
led all the way to win by three-quarters of a 
length over Dance Pavilion. 

Letrado's two stakes triumphs marked the 
second successful Bowie invasion in three 
years for owner-trainer Charles Cuprill, a 
38-year-old attorney from Ponce, P.R. In 
1980, Cuprill shipped in the Maryland-bred 
filly Sentencia from the islands, and she beat 
Silver Ice in the Conniver Handicap. Cur¬ 
rently Cuprill has nine horses, including five 
2-year-olds, in training at El Nuevo Coman- 
dante Race Course at Canovanas near San 
Juan; a pair of runners at Bowie; breeding 
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stock boarded at the Haras Santa Isabel near 
Ponce, at Dearborn Farm in Midway, Ky., 
and Worthington and Zannetta Farms in 
Maryland. 

Ponce is located about 2,000 miles from 
Bowie or approximately three hours by jet 
from San Juan to Baltimore. Ponce is the 
second largest city in Puerto Rico and lies on 
the southern coast of the island, about 70 
miles from San Juan, the capital. "It (Ponce) 
is best known as the home of Don Q. Rum," 
quips Cuprill. 

Mr. Cuprill has been a prominent buyer at 
Maryland sales since 1975 when he pur¬ 
chased five yearlings at the Eastern Fall Year¬ 
ling Sale. "Everyone was telling me in Puer¬ 
to Rico that I had to go to Kentucky to buy 
horses," Cuprill recalls. "But I picked up an 
Eastern Fall catalogue at El Comandante and 
saw the same type of pedigree there (in 
Maryland) for less money." Cuprill was 
pleased with all five purchases. One of them, 
a New Providence colt sold by Windfields 
Farm named Expert Witness, is still winning 
races in Puerto Rico, although no longer 
owned by Cuprill. 

Thus began Mr. Cuprill's association with 
Maryland, and he has been buying and occa¬ 
sionally racing horses here since. Despite the 
distance, he is one of the state's biggest 
boosters and has formed lasting friendships 
with Maryland horsemen as he has in¬ 
creased his holdings. His best buys have 
been Sentencia, plucked out of a Fasig-Tip- 
ton sale for $4,300, and Letrado, purchased 

Puerto Rican attorney Charles Cuprill and 
his wife Luisa pose with Maryland-bred Letrado, 
Silver Badge colt purchased as a yearling who 
returned from the island to win two Bowie stakes. 
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for $9,500 out of the Maryland Sales Agency 
yearling sale in 1980. 

'The first Marylander I got to know was 
Duck Martin when I purchased Instancia 
and Priority Claim (two Pukka Gent fillies) 
out of one of his consignments, and then I 
got to know Kaye and Ron Gibellino some 
years later when I bought Letrado. What re¬ 
ally touches me about both the Martins and 
the Gibellinos is that they live their horse 
operations day-to-day. Sometimes that per¬ 
sonal involvement is lacking in other opera¬ 


tions. Their farms are of outstanding caliber. 
They take good care of their horses and have 
good personnel." 

Billy Christmas of the Maryland Sales 
Agency labels Cuprill "one of my best and 
most consistent customers." Cuprill returns 
the compliment. "I think Billy is doing a lot 
for Maryland breeders. At the beginning, 
people were skeptical about the quality of 
the horses but that has improved with each 
sale. Horses now coming out of the sales are 
showing they are runners, and his last sale 
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Cuprill continued 

was the best one yet. I think what he is doing 
is great, a great thing for Maryland, and will 
improve even more." 

Mr. Cuprill, his charming wife Luisa and 
their two daughters, Marilu, 14, and Natalie, 
12, live in a large, contemporary style house 
on the outskirts of Ponce. Cuprill's office is 
located in downtown Ponce and is known 
simply as Charles Cuprill Law Offices. "I 
have an associate and about five people on 
the payroll," Mr. Cuprill said. "My wife also 
helps out (as a receptionist), but she doesn't 
get paid. She's compensated by getting to 
come to the states to see our horses run." 

Law is very much a part of Cuprill's life 
and of his heritage. His father, Charles R. 
Cuprill, is dean of the law school of the 
Catholic University of Puerto Rico and is a 
brigadier general in the Puerto Rican Na¬ 
tional Guard. Both his brothers are attor¬ 
neys. Hector Cuprill practices in Ponce; Ray¬ 
mond Cuprill lives in Springfield, Va., and is 
an attorney for the Federal Highway Admin¬ 
istration in Washington, D.C. 

"When I was growing up, my father's big¬ 
gest client was a man named Mario Mercado 
who was one of the wealthiest men in Puerto 
Rico," Cuprill said. "It seemed he owned 
plantations everywhere. He also had a good- 
sized racing stable. His grandson (Robert L. 
Coffey) and I were best friends and went to 
the track together. Robert was killed in a car 
crash when he was 21." 

After Cuprill graduated from law school 
he married Luisa. He then served in the 
Army, rising to the rank of captain, and was 
the staff judge advocate for the Fort Douglas 
army installation in Salt Lake City, Utah. "In 
layman's terms, I was the legal adviser to the 
commanding general," Cuprill said. "We 
loved Utah. I stayed in the Army for three 
years and nine months. Our daughter Nat¬ 
alie was bom in Utah. But we eventually 
came home to Puerto Rico." 

Once Cuprill established his law practice 
he bought some racehorses, native Puerto 
Rican-breds. He had a small string and a 
succession of trainers, learning the game 
from the bottom up. At one point he served 
as president for the Puerto Rican division of 
the Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association. It was when he wanted to up-

grade his stock that he started attending 
sales in Kentucky and Maryland. 

Cuprill said he first tried running some of 
his better horses in Florida but grew disen¬ 
chanted with racing there. That is also when 
he first took out his trainer's license. "Sen- 
tencia was running in Florida, and was com¬ 
peting in a stakes," Cuprill said. "For some 
reason, the trainer decided this was the time 
to change equipment. Of all times, in a 
stakes. That's when I figured out I could do 
just as good a job." 

Mr. Cuprill specializes in bankruptcy law 
"and the crux of my business is in San Juan," 
he said. "So, depending on my schedule, I 
get to the track about three times during the 
week, and then go into town to take care of 
business, or vice versa. Then I'm always at 
the track on Saturday or Sunday, especially 
when we're schooling 2-year-olds." 

Since Letrado and a stablemate, Litigio, 
have been at Bowie, Cuprill has made six 
trips to Maryland. He took a two-week vaca¬ 
tion when he was preparing Letrado for the 
Burch. It cost about $1,200 to ship each horse 
to Bowie. They were flown from San Juan to 
New York and then vanned to Bowie. Cuprill 
said he can juggle both'careers because "I 
have good assistants." Luisa is also active in 
running the horse operation. The foreman, 
and chief caretaker, for Letrado is Luis Cas- 
sado, who worked for a time with Due Pro¬ 
cess Stable. Last winter he accompanied the 
$1.6-million Due Process filly It's in the Air to 
Bowie to compete in the Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap. 

One of the main reasons Mr. Cuprill 
wanted to bring Letrado to the U.S. is that he 
has had trouble loading and leaving the 
starting gate. "In Puerto Rico we don't have 
the professional type of starters that you 
have in the States," Cuprill said. "They will 
beat horses with a piece of hose, throw sand 
at them or blindfold them to put them in the 
gate. This horse got to be terrified of the gate. 
When he ran in the Esteban Rodriquez Tizol 
Stakes last summer (a Grade II event for 
2-year-olds), they held up the start for five 
minutes while they loaded this horse. Then 
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by the time they broke he was a nervous 
wreck. And he still finished second." An¬ 
other time, Letrado's antics held up the start 
of a race for 12 minutes. 

Letrado has shown a few quirks at the 
Bowie starting gate, too. He broke through 
the gate before the start of the Burch, was 
re-loaded, immediately broke on top, and 
was never headed, completing the seven 
furlongs in one minute, 24% seconds. 

Letrado coughed when he first got to Bow¬ 
ie two weeks before the Burch. He arrived in 
New York during a snowstorm that para¬ 
lyzed much of the East Coast. "The van ride 
from New York to Bowie took eight hours," 
Cuprill said. "Then after he got here and got 
over the coughing he had to have some caps 
removed from his teeth. Again, we don't 
have the kind of professional horse dentists 
in Puerto Rico that you do here, so I waited 
until we got to Bowie to have the teeth taken 
care of. He had to be sedated to have the caps 
removed, and I figure that didn't help him 
either." 

To make sure that he wouldn't run a short 
horse, Mr. Cuprill worked the horse twice in 


four days the week before the race. "He had 
been in quarantine for eight days, and the 
only thing we could do was ride him around 
the shed," Cuprill said. "Then he got sick 
when he arrived at Bowie. I did not want to 
run a short horse in the Burch." The conse¬ 
quence? "He was not short," Cuprill added. 

A week after the Burch, Cuprill ran the 
horse back in the $75,000-added Bowie 
Stakes and Letrado finished last at the lVie- 
mile distance. "He got tired," Cuprill said. 
During the week, the horse had picked up a 
gravel in a hind foot, needed medication and 
a protective pad to get over the incident, and 
Cuprill says that took the edge off the horse. 
Letrado subsequently returned to sprint dis¬ 
tances and finished second to King Deca in a 
prep for the Prince Georges Stakes. Cuprill 
plans to keep Letrado in Maryland for a 
spring campaign and has nominated him to 
the Preakness. 

Cuprill names most of his horses with law 
terms. In Spanish, Letrado means "lawyer." 

Among the horses at El Comandante is a 
4-year-old, Magistrado, and three 3-year- 
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Cuprill continued 

olds. "Magistrado is Puerto Rican-bred and 
runs in claimers," Cuprill said. "The 3-year- 
olds include Law Qerk, a winner by Jolly 
Johu, who is an allowance horse. He came 
out of the same Christmas sale as Letrado; 
we paid $6,500 for him. There are also Evi- 
dencia, a stakes-placed filly by Knightly 
Sport that we purchased at Keeneland, and 
Litigante, a Virginia-bred half-brother to 
Litigio, an allowance horse here who accom¬ 
panied Letrado to Bowie. Litigante has won 
allowance races. He is by a horse named 
Deb's Boy." 

The five 2-year-olds at El Comandante in¬ 
clude Abogado, a half-brother by Never 
Down Hill to Letrado. "In Spanish, Abogado 
also means lawyer," Cuprill said. "I pur¬ 
chased this colt privately from Kaye (Gibel- 
lino). The others are Legal Issue, a full sister 
to Litigio purchased privately in Virginia; 
Proceso, a Turn to Reason colt from the mare 
Jolly Polly that cost $10,500 at a Christmas 
sale; Cash Collateral (Journalist—Maryland 
Maid), a Maryland-bred filly purchased for 
$3,200; and a Puerto Rican-bred colt named 
Spectacular Lawyer. He is roan, and we 
thought he bore that much resemblance to 
Spectacular Bid anyway," Cuprill said. 

Of the 2-year-olds, Cash Collateral is the 
most advanced. "We have already run her in 
an exhibition race. She finished last of three 
horses, but the winner was a 6-year-old," 
Cuprill said. "The idea was just to give her 
experience. In Puerto Rico, a horse must run 
in an exhibition race before he can compete 
in the afternoon." 

The Cuprill breeding outfit is headed by 
Sentencia, who retired with earnings of 
$109,902. Her value was further enhanced 
after her full brother. Issue Joined, won a 
division of the Goss L. Stryker Handicap at 
Bowie this winter. "After Sentencia had bro¬ 
ken her maiden in Puerto Rico, and I knew I 
had a runner, I went out to Mr. (Oliver) 
Goldsmith's farm while I was up here at¬ 
tending a sale. I saw Issue Joined as a year¬ 
ling, and discussed buying him. The price 
was $6,500. I left telling Goldsmith I would 
call him about buying the colt. But I bought 
too many horses at the sale and didn't return 
the call. Now, I am quite repentant." 
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Mr. Cuprill has Sentencia on a foal-shar- 
ing agreement with Ben Walden of Dearborn 
Farm. "She has a foal by Sauce Boat, and is 
being bred back to Buckfinder," he said. 

At Worthington Farms, Cuprill boards the 
stakes-placed mare Instancia. She is in foal 
to Lord Gaylord, has a yearling colt, also at 
Worthington, by Gold and Myrrh, and is 
being bred to Silver Badge, sire of Letrado. 

At Zannetta Farm, Cuprill boards the Bold 
Legend mare Conspiracy and her recently 
dropped foal by Lord Gaylord. He is also 
breeding her back to Silver Badge. "I have a 
yearling filly out of her by Pukka Gent," 
Cuprill said. Another mare going to Silver 
Badge is Instance's half-sister. Juris Pru- 
dencia (by Ecole Etage). 

Cuprill recently bought three yearlings 
from the Gibellinos—Letrado's full brother, 
a filly by Silver Badge and a colt by Xoda. 
Those horses will stay at Zannetta through 
September when they will be shipped to 
Puerto Rico and be broken there. 

In Puerto Rico, at the Haras Santa Isabel, 
Mr. Cuprill has four mares, three of which 
came from Christmas sales. They are Bandito 
Moll (by Banderilla), who recently dropped a 
Puerto Rican-bred foal by Gala Harry; Pres¬ 
sure Proof, who slipped; and Ellie Shot (by 
Elephant Walk), in foal to Run Fool Run. 
Bandito Moll and Ellie Shot are being bred to 
Tuckerstown, a Tom Rolfe stallion who 
stands at Santa Isabel. Pressure Proof will go 
to Gift of Kings, another Santa Isabel horse 
who is sired by Drone. A fourth mare, a 
young filly by Marshua's Dancer, is also be¬ 
ing bred to Tuckerstown. 

Although Cuprill lives 2,000 miles away 
and owns no property in the state, he and 
Luisa are among Maryland's chief promot¬ 
ers. It is with real sincerity that Luisa says 
she loves everything about Maryland—"the 
horses, the people and the racing. It has be¬ 
come our second home." □

Dr. Colvin's 
Interests Lie 
In Dentistry 
And Horses

m a youth growing up on a farm to a 
man with a farm of his own. Dr. Ernest J. 
Colvin has seen his life come full circle. 

The 47-year-old Baltimore dentist leads a 
life a generation removed and worlds apart 
from that of his deceased father. Still, child¬ 
hood memories of riding bareback on the 
family's South Carolina farm fostered a de¬ 
sire to buy his first horse 11 years ago. 

One horse led to another and soon he be¬ 
gan looking for property near his Columbia, 
Md., home. When a 105-acre farm near 
Glenwood in Howard county came up for 
sale two years ago, he bought it. Appropri¬ 
ately, he named the place Circle C Farm. 

Unlike his father, who leased the land on 
which he grew cotton, com and wheat. Dr. 
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Colvin owns the land on which his horses 
graze. For his father, horses worked plowing 
fields and reaping harvests. For Dr. Colvin, 
horses are a cash crop in themselves. 

But Dr. Colvin is more than a dentist with 
a farm. 

Chick Lang calls him one of Maryland rac¬ 
ing's greatest assets. Dr. Colvin is a member 
of the MHBA legislative committee. On the 
wall of his Park Heights avenue office is a 
color photograph of the inauguration of 
President Reagan with a signed thank-you 
note for his assistance during the campaign. 
In typical Marvland political fashion, 
though, Colvin is a registered Democrat. 

As a member of the West Baltimore Health 
Care Board, Colvin hears cases concerning 
the health standards his board sets for a re¬ 
gion of the nation's ninth largest city. He is 
also an original appointee to the Harness 
Board of the Maryland Racing Commission, 
a post he has held for five years. 

He owns two dental offices in Baltimore— 
one near Pimlico and the other in Cherry 
Hill—and he performs oral surgery regularly 
at Children's Hospital. In his employ are 
three dentists and a staff of 17 dental hygien¬ 
ists, technicians, accountants and bookkeep¬ 
ers. He also maintains properties in Florida 
and California which necessitate occasional 
visits. In between, he finds time to follow the 
progress of his five-horse stable, trained by 
King T. Leatherbury, who has saddled the 
winners of nearly 200 races for him. 

"I would rather be helping someone than 
having someone do something for me," he 
said. "I enjoy working with people." 

A charismatic personality. Dr. Colvin is 
deeply involved in numerous personal pro- 
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jects. Discussing them, he characteristically 
gesticulates expansively. His role as a racing 
commissioner is one such project, and 
though his boardroom decisions leave him 
with dissenters he calls 'em like he sees 'em. 

"As a racing commissioner I am faced with 
some tough decisions," he said. "Last year 
we had to vote whether or not to permit 
medication—which we all know is a very 
touchy subject. I personally feel that medica¬ 
tion has its place. If it is administered only to 
horses who need it and if it is given in the 
best interests of the horse then I see no rea¬ 
son why it shouldn't be legal. 

"A Thoroughbred is bred to race. You take 
their life's purpose away from them and 
what do you have?" He pauses in reflection 
of battles fought over the topic. "Like I said, 
medication is a very difficult issue." 

Colvin voted to support a limited medica¬ 
tion program for Standardbreds, "but I was 
outvoted. After the hearing I walked down 
from the stand and a woman said to me that 
even though she disagreed with me, she ad¬ 
mired my vote because she could tell that 


was how I really felt. People like her make 
my job worthwhile." 

The best horse Dr. Colvin has ever had is 
Do the Bump, of which he owns 30 per cent. 
Do the Bump, a multiple stakes-winning 
gelding with earnings of $356,415, won his 
19th career race at age 8 earlier this month. 

In the fall of 1976 Leatherbury was syndi¬ 
cating Do the Bump. He asked Dr. Colvin if 
he wanted a share in the horse but by the 
time Dr. Colvin had put up his money the 
interests had already been sold. 

"King offered me a piece of pie but 
wouldn't let me eat it," said Colvin. 

It was not until the stakes-winning 2-year- 
old finished a disappointing last in the 
Laurel Futurity, when one partner elected to 
sell, that Dr. Colvin was able to buy into the 
horse. 

"I've always respected King's judgment 
and he was very high on the horse," he said. 
"I also followed my own instincts. I'm just 
glad we were right." 

The first homebred Dr. Colvin cam¬ 
paigned was Willow Bottom Miss, named for 
his home address. She aired by six lengths, 
paying $35.20 in her debut. Other good 
horses he has raced are $36,000-eamer Fat 
Man (owned in partnership with Mel Gross), 
stakes winner Dr. Tipton ($126,032) and Dr. 
Fitz, a 14-race winner named for one of Col¬ 
vin's dental professors at Howard Univer¬ 
sity, plus winners Millenium Falcon, Solo's 
Gray and No Celad. 

Dr. Colvin is a student of both dentistry 
and horse breeding. In his office are volumes 
of dental journals and textbooks juxtaposed 
with an equal number of equine periodicals. 
The walls of his office are covered with certi- 
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Colvin continued 



ficates from postgraduate courses and from 
numerous conferences in which he has taken 
part. Yet he also finds time to attend the sales 
regularly; he bought a 2-year-old filly named 
Miss Graustark for $4,200 at the Maryland 
Sales Agency's winter mixed sale. 

Circle C Farm is ideal for Dr. Colvin for 
several reasons. First of all, it is large enough 
to accommodate his 30 horses as well as a 
herd of 12 mixed Charolais-Angus beef cat¬ 
tle. The land is fertile; it produces a year- 
round supply of quality alfalfa hay. Perhaps 
most importantly, though, it has a half-mile 
training track which, despite one of the 
harshest winters ever, was usable almost ev¬ 
ery day. Several horses have raced right off 
the farm, including Dr. Tipton who left the 
farm after a Saturday workout last summer 
to win a race at Belmont the following 
Monday. 

Circle C is also home of Solo Jim (an al¬ 
lowance-winning son of Solo Landing) and 
three broodmares. Sire of the winners Circle 
C Miss ($35,559) and Solo's Gray ($20,580), 
Solo Jim stands for $500 live foal. 


"I owned a farm in West Virginia before I 
bought Circle C," said Dr. Colvin. "It was 
the old Hartack farm located just a few miles 
from Charles Town. When I was in dental 
school I used to work as a mutuels clerk on 
Friday and Saturday nights at Charles Town. 
It was a fascinating job—a sociologist's 
dream. I saw people at their best and worst. 

"I also used to wait tables on big days at 
the race tracks. My first Preakness I was car¬ 
rying a tray full of drinks and ended up spil¬ 
ling them all over the wife of the man paying 
the bill. I felt absolutely awful about it. The 
rest of the day I tried to make up for it. As the 
man and his wife were leaving after the races 
he told me he appreciated the pains I went 
through and then tipped me twice what I 
normally received. He could have had my 
job and instead ended up making my day. 
Race track memories like those you don't 
forget. 

"The first horse I bought was a Charles 
Town claimer. He would lose six races in a 
row then win one and all would be forgotten. 
From traveling to Charles Town I grew to like 
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the area and, being a nut about real estate, I 
bought a farm there. 


time the horses rarely pick their heads up out 
of the grass. I absolutely love the place/' 


"But, living in Columbia, I found the drive 
down to the farm was a bit too much so I sold 
it and, after negotiating for several months, 
bought Circle C which is just 12 miles from 
my house. The first time I saw the farm I 
knew it was for me. Have you ever had that 
feeling? Well, it hit me so bad that I would 
like awake at night dreaming about the farm 
and what I could do with it. 

"Right now it may not look like Calumet 
but it is coming along pretty good. The best 
part is, of course, the land. In the summer-

Dr. Colvin met his wife Shirley prior to 
attending dental school. They have been 
married for 20 years and have one son, 18- 
year-old Ernest J. Colvin Jr. (Jimmy). He is a 
senior at Centennial High School in Colum¬ 
bia where he wrestles and runs track. 

"My whole life has been a succession of 
setting goals, attaining them, and then set¬ 
ting higher ones," said Dr. Colvin. "Many 
things that I have set out to do are still left 
undone. Maybe I never will reach them. 

"The ultimate for me in the horse business 
would be to breed and race a Grade I stakes 
winner. I don't have to win the Derby—too 
many people have their hearts set on that. 
What I'm after is the 'big horse' I have bred, 
raced and can return to Circle C Farm as a 
syndicated stallion with a full book of good 
mares." □ 
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Thoroughbreds Bullish, 
Says Broker Wayne Ries

For nearly ten years the Baltimore invest¬ 
ment firm of Legg Mason Wood Walker has 
maintained a tax shelter department which 
offers guidance on everything from oil wells 
to aircraft. 

So what's been its quickest sellout during 
its decade of operation? 

"Unquestionably," says Wayne E. Ries, a 
Legg Mason tax shelter specialist, "it was the 
sale of $1.7 million worth of equity in Jerry 
Hoffberger's Thoroughbred breeding limited 
partnership venture. 

"It was the hottest product our tax shelter 
department's ever had. It was 100 per cent 
oversubscribed in five days." 

Mr. Hoffberger's limited partnership was 
created in November, 1980. 

According to Ries, limited partnerships 
are nothing new. "We have revived and 
popularized an old product," says the form¬ 
er Loyola College instructor who holds his 
PhD in economics. "In the early 1970's it was 
extremely popular in the cattle business. But 
it fell out of favor because artificially high 
values were created for depreciation pur¬ 
poses. They got greedy, and that caused the 
IRS to come in and audit returns. 

"It's different with horses because prices 
are established in the auction ring." 

Ries, 39, believes that limited partnerships 
have a great future in the Thoroughbred bus¬ 
iness. "They have appeal for several rea¬ 
sons. One of the strongest is that the limited 
partner knows that he can't be called upon to 
invest more money than he commits himself 
for in his original agreement. 

"And there's a fair chance that he will 
show a profit when the limited partnership is 


terminated at its preset date. (Mr. Hoffber¬ 
ger's 1980 venture will be dissolved in De¬ 
cember, 1985.) 

"There are three major points that make 
these horse partnerships attractive to inves¬ 
tors. They are (1) the opportunity for cash 
flow and appreciation of investment money; 
(2) tax savings and the fact that some dollars 
are not taxed as ordinary income but as long¬ 
term capital gains; and (3) the enjoyment 
investors get out of their horses." 

With some pride, Mr. Ries notes that Legg 
Mason was "the first member firm of the 
New York stock exchange to offer limited 
Thoroughbred partnerships to the public." 

That first offering occurred in June, 1980, 
as the result of a Kentucky horseman's con¬ 
versation with Ries. 

The Kentuckian was Russell Michael Jr., 
owner of Lann-Mark Farm in Lexington. 

Recalls Ries: "Russ came to me in 1979 
with the proposition all worked out in his 
head. His main point was that money can be 
consistently made at the top of the Thor¬ 
oughbred market, but that few individuals 
have enough cash to deal in that strata of 
horses. He suggested a limited partnership 
(which puts a ceiling on what each investor 
might lose should tragedy strike). 

"Well, I had gone to the races dozens of 
times with my father-in-law (horse owner 
and breeder John W. Polek), but I really 
knew nothing about the intricacies of the 
business. But Russ Michael got me interest¬ 
ed in this as a new type of investment for our 
clients. After all, the stock market wasn't 

Wayne Ries, a tax shelter specialist 
with Legg Mason, recommends 
limited partnerships in Thoroughbreds. 
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doing well—in fact, all of the traditional 
sources for investment were becoming less 
and less attractive. 

"Inflation was in many cases surpassing 
investment income. Our customers were 
getting badly hurt by bracket creep—that is, 
increased income from inflation pushing 
everyone into a higher tax category. 

"During the past 20 years, the Dow-Jones 
index has risen by 330 per cent. But during 
that same period, the prices of Thorough¬ 
bred yearlings sold at public auction has 
risen 1,900 per cent. 

"That's what captivated me. I wanted 
some way to help our high tax bracket in¬ 
vestors avoid bracket creep. Get them away 
from feeding more and more to Uncle Sam. 

"So for three solid months I studied the 
horse business. I hardly did anything during 
that time except research the Thoroughbred 
industry. I went to seminars, met with Billy 
Christmas, Fasig-Tipton and the American 
Horse Council and traveled to Kentucky, in¬ 
spected farms, interviewed horsepeople and 
read every magazine relevant to the business. 
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"The first person I had to convince was 
myself. And at the end of three months, I 
was a believer. Then I had to convince my 
firm. Lastly, I had to convince our brokers. 

"When I got everything and everybody in 
line, I informed Russ Michael that it was a 

go- 

"Under the SEC's rule 146 (which exempts 
a private placement offering from registra¬ 
tion) we were and are limited to 35 investors. 
We sold out fairly quickly at a per unit price 
of $53,500 for a total program of $1.8 million. 
This Russ Michael limited partnership 
(known officially as Centaur I) will be liqui¬ 
dated in 1983." 

Mr. Ries, bom and raised in Baltimore, 
sees no collapse of the horse market—even if 
the nation's economy becomes depressed. 
"It won't dive down," he says. "At worst, it 
will level off (it has been increasing at a 25 per 
cent rate for the past five years) and then 
slide downwards. 

"So no one buying into a three to five-year 
limited partnership is likely to face disaster 
during that period—unless everything goes 
wrong everywhere in the economy. If that 
happens, then nothing is safe." 

A 1965 graduate of Loyola College, Ries 
served in the Peace Corps for two years in 
Thailand then went to graduate school at the 
University of Pittsburgh, obtaining his PhD. 
He returned to Loyola in 1972 as an instruc¬ 
tor in finance and investments, quitting in 
1976 for a position with the PHH Group 
(fleet leasing and personnel relocation) 
which is headquartered at Hunt Valley. 

In 1979 he joined Legg Mason. His wife, 
Janet, is a CPA but is not practicing because 
of the demands on her time by their three 
children: Kenneth, 12; Justin, 5, and Lydia, 
3. 

Concludes Ries: "There are a few invest¬ 
ments that bother a person's conscience. No 
matter now much money those things make, 
they keep some people awake at night. 

"What I like about horses is that they're 
wholesome and enjoyable. 

"Putting it another way, they're fun—es¬ 
pecially when they make money for you." □

Boyd Ingram, for 25 years manager of 
Fendall Clagett's Larking Hill Farm, has re¬ 
tired and moved to his parents' home in Lex¬ 
ington, Ky. 

Explained the well-liked horseman: "My 
father (Bradley Ingram) is 85 years old and 
my mother (Emma) is 83. They're having 
trouble keeping things in order, so my wife 
and I decided to go down there and help 
them." 

Mr. Ingram, 64, came to Maryland in 1946 
to work at Three Cousins Farm (now Lewis- 
field Farm) in Hydes. He became Larking 
Hill's manager in 1956. 

Although officially retired as of March 10, 
Mr. Ingram says it's possible he will do some 
part-time work after getting settled in Ken¬ 
tucky. "I've got a few friends there," he 
noted, "and they've already told me that I 
can work for them." 

Reminded that the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association's annual yearling show 
won't be the same without entrants pre¬ 
pared by Boyd Ingram, the farm manager 
quipped: "Tell everyone that the show will 
be wide open now—everybody will have a 
chance." 

Easy Gallop Injured, Dies 

The 9-year-old Round Table stallion Easy 
Gallop died last month following an injury 
sustained an hour and a half earlier in the 
breeding shed at Worthington Farms. 

Easy Gallop's oldest foals are 2-year-olds. 

As a race horse. Easy Gallop won the 
Choice Handicap at 3 and the Germantown 


Handicap at 5. He also placed in the Fayette 
Handicap and the Stymie Handicap and re¬ 
tired in 1978 with earnings of $129,572. 

Bred by Mrs. Charles Engelhard, Easy 
Gallop was out of the stakes-winning Native 
Dancer mare Capercaillie. He had been a 
popular horse at stud, being bred to approxi¬ 
mately 30 mares in each of his three seasons. 

The accident occurred when Easy Gallop's 
genital organs were being washed prepara¬ 
tory to mounting his first mare of the 1982 
season. He backed up suddenly and swiftly, 
reared and fell heavily against a wall. The 
horse's left shoulder sustained multiple frac¬ 
tures. A post mortem examination revealed 
that a bone fragment had severed an artery. 
Dr. Fred Peterson, the attending veterinari¬ 
an, believes that death was caused by inter¬ 
nal hemorrhage. 

Owned by a syndicate. Easy Gallop stood 
for a live foal fee of $2,000. 

Swift Attraction 

The newest star on Maryland's racing 
scene is Lewisfield Farm's Swift Attraction, 
winner of the $30,000 Politely Stakes at Pim¬ 
lico earlier this month. 

Undefeated in three starts, the 3-year-old 
filly is by Lord Gaylord out of Tudor Beauty 
by *Tudor Grey. She was sold as Hip No. 136 
in the 1980 Eastern Fall yearling sale by Rick 
Abbott's Charlton to Jim Lewis for $30,000. 

Bred by Mrs. E.W. Nichols, Swift Attrac¬ 
tion was purchased from her by Bruce Fen¬ 
wick. Fenwick later sold her to Abbott. 

In winning the Politely, Swift Attraction 
established herself as unquestionably the 
best Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly of the 
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year and probably one of the best of her 
division in the country. 

Leading the entire six-furlong distance, 
the Mark Perlsweig-trained filly won by ten 
lengths in the brilliant time of 1:10% over a 
sloppy track. Her clocking was a new record 
for the Politely. 

Impressive Debut 

Soundly defeating a field of 14 maidens at 
Aqueduct this month, Jordana's Count reg¬ 
istered a seven-furlong decision in his first 
start. The 3-year-old homebred son of Danc¬ 
ing Count and the Gallant Romeo mare 
Marge Ami is owned by Alan Zion and 
trained by Richard DeStasio. 

According to chart notes from the race, 
"Jordana's Count sprinted clear at once, 
made the pace and won off as much the 
best." 

Jordana's Count ran the six-furlong race in 
1:10%. By comparison, the feature race on 
the afternoon's card, the $50,000 Toboggan 
Handicap, was run in 1:10. 

Clavier In Maryland 

The good *Sirte stallion Clavier has been 
moved to Maryland from Virginia and now 
stands at Carl Khuen's Liberty Farm in 
Montgomery county. Clavier is the sire of 
champion sports horses—show jumpers, 
hunters, event and dressage performers. In¬ 
cluded among them are Alpine, Always For¬ 
mal, Clavier's Clancy, Clipse, Crisp Kiss, 
Critic's Acclaim, Polaris Sofa, Sunflight and 
Weather Wisdom. Clavier stands for a live 
foal fee of $500.

*Westorkan Put Down 

Merryland Farm's 25-year-old stallion 
*Westorkan was put down early this month 
because of infirmities caused by old age. The 
German-bred son of Orator entered stud at 
Merryland in 1965 for a live foal fee of $200. 
He was to sire many winners during his long 
career. Before being retired to stud, *Westor- 
kan won ten races while running in five dif¬ 
ferent countries. 

Bill Cooney Retires 

After 16 years in the horse vanning busi¬ 
ness, Bill Cooney will retire on April 30. The 
65-year-old Westminster horseman has 
never owned more than one van at a time 
and is, of course, his own driver. 

Says Bill: "I want to thank my many 
friends for the business they have given me. 
I've sold my van to Don Litz and encourage 
all of my customers to patronize him." 

Laurel's Racing Secretary 

Robert D. Umphrey will serve as racing 
secretary for the 48-day Laurel summer 
meeting instead of John Morrissey, who 
originally had been named to the post. 

When Keystone announced that it would 
race during the summer, Morrissey resigned 
from the Laurel position he had previously 
accepted and will remain with the Eagle 
Downs Racing Association meeting, which 
runs from June 25 through August 11. 

Laurel's racing director, Lou Raffetto Jr., 
announced the Umphrey appointment for 
the May 24 to Julv 19 session. 

For Umphrey, a native of Portland, Me., 
who grew up in the Hallandale, Fla., area 
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What's New continued 

and graduated from the University of Flori¬ 
da, this will be his first assignment as racing 
secretary. He has worked, however, as an 
assistant secretarv at Hialeah, Gulfstream, 
Monmouth, Hawthorne and Sportsman's 
Park as well as Laurel. 

Ernest E. Bleinberger will be Umphrev's 
assistant during the eight-week Laurel sum¬ 
mer meeting, which faces the competition of 
Delaware Park, Keystone and Atlantic City. 

The 48 days at Laurel represents the first 
summer racing there since 1963. Kenneth A. 
Schertle, Laurel's general manager and vice- 
president, reports that the track's air condi¬ 
tioning project and other changes and im¬ 
provements are well on schedule. 

Williams, Not Ball 

The cover photograph on the Stallion and 
Statistical issue of The Maryland Horse 
was incorrectlv attributed to Skip Ball when 
actually the picture of Jameela and her train¬ 
er, Hap Ravich, was taken at Santa Anita by 
Lydia Williams. The editor deeply apolo¬ 
gizes to Ms. Williams for his error. 

Eddie's Endeavour 

Windswept Manor Farm's stallion Eddie's 
Endeavour was inadvertently omitted from 
the listing of stallions standing in Carroll 
county in the map section of the Stallion and 
Statistical issue. 

The 11-year-old son of Nantallah and the 
’’’Endeavour II mare Sweet Endeavour stands 
for a live foal fee of $500. His oldest full crop 
of foals are 2-vear-olds of 1982. Windswept 
Manor Farm is located in Union Bridge. 

Pimlico Wins Awards 

Pimlico race course won two first places 
for 1981 in the annual Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations publications awards competi¬ 
tion among member tracks in North America. 

Winners were the Preakness racing pro¬ 
gram and a seasonal twice-monthly news¬ 
paper, "Pimlico Track Talk," which was 
voted as the best spectator publication. 

Last year, Pimlico won first place for its 
1980 media guide, featuring the Preakness 
and the Triple Crown, and took second place 
to Santa Anita for its 1981 edition. 


All three Pimlico publications are edited 
and compiled bv Sam Siciliano, the track's 
director of public relations and publicity. 

The New York Racing Association and 
Penn National were runners-up in the fan 
publication category and Churchill Downs 
was second in the daily program contest. 
The NYRA and Churchill Downs also were 
runners-up in the media guide competition. 

An Omission 

This magazine failed to note in its article 
on the Experimental Handicap (Stallion and 
Statistical Issue) that the weights were com¬ 
piled through the efforts and courtesy of The 
Jockey Club. 

Marquee Universal Retired 

Marquee Universal (Ire), a graded stakes 
winner of $217,577, has been retired to stud 
and will stand at the new Corbett Farm, for¬ 
merly known as Stymie Manor. 

Owned by Gerald Freed and trained by 
Alec Bullock, Marquee Universal was one of 
the nation's best handicap horses early in the 
1980 season. He won the Grade II Dixie 
Handicap and the Grade III Edgemere 
Handicap that spring, in addition to finish¬ 
ing second in the Grade III Riggs Handicap. 

Although the Irish-bred son of Home 
Guard made only five starts in this country, 
he earned $179,661 during that brief cam¬ 
paign. Earlier, Marquee Universal won five 
of seven starts in Ireland and England. Dur¬ 
ing his entire career he was unplaced only 
twice. 

Mr. Bullock reports that Marquee Univer¬ 
sal was in Florida preparing for a 1982 cam¬ 
paign when he reinjured the leg which side¬ 
lined him two years ago. 

Says Bullock: "It's the worst time of the 
year to retire a good horse to stud because 
most mares are already booked. But when an 
injury stops you, then you have no alterna¬ 
tive. We're not listing a stud fee on Marquee 
Universal because we feel it's more impor¬ 
tant to get a few good mares than to attract 
mares with no credentials. Anyone who's 
interested in breeding to him can give me a 
call, and I'll negotiate."

Skate demonstrated precocious ability, winning 
five races and earning over $50,000. His principal 
score came in the Maryland Futurity. Addition¬ 
ally, he finished third in the Senatorial Stakes. The 


son of Rambunctious and the Nearctic mare Ice 
Show was given 108 pounds on the 1978 Experi¬ 
mental Handicap, ahead of such horses as Dur¬ 
ham Ranger, Heavy Sugar and Aunt Hattie.

From her number 
four post position Lady Dean broke alertly, racing 
in second place behind the early pace of Tina Tina 
Too. After four furlongs Lady Dean grabbed the 
lead and was never headed. She finished a length 
before Sweet Revenge. Sinister Queen was third, 
beaten three-quarters of a length for second. The 
winner's time for the 7-furlong race was 1:24V>, 
three-fifths of a second slower than The Wheel 
Turns' victory in the second division of the Fritchie. 


Lady Dean is the first stakes winner produced by 
the Traffic Judge mare Lady Provost, herself a 
winner of four races who also placed in the New 
York Handicap. Her other winners include Kauai 
Belle ($16,721), Kauai Lady ($14,792) and Be 
Somebody's Son ($13,562). 

Sire of Lady Dean is Lord Gaylord, one of Mary¬ 
land's hottest sires. Lady Dean is the second grad¬ 
ed stakes winner for the son of Sir Gaylord and the 
*Ambiorix mare Miss Glamour Gal. Other stakes 
winners sired bv the 12-vear-old stallion are Lord 
Avie, champion 2-year-old of 1980, Georgeand- 
thedragon, Lying Lady and Gaylord Dancer. As 
property of a syndicate.

Bred by Charles H. Haft, Tinajero was purchased 
by San Juan accountant Raphael Escudero for 


$11,500 at the 1969 Keeneland summer yearling 
sale. Racing for Escudero's Clinton Stables, he 
won 16 races, finished second twice and was third 
six times in 24 career starts. In Puerto Rico, he 
annexed the Clasico 4 de Julio and Clasico Dr. Jose 
Celso Barbosa, the latter in track record time of 
2:03Y5 for l 1 /* miles. He also set track records for 1 Vs 
miles and seven furlongs at El Comandante in 1971. 

Shipped to the United States in late summer of 
that year, Tinajero joined another Latin-owned 
and raced 3-year-old, Kentucky Derby-Preakness 
winner Canonero II, in the headlines. He scored in 
three of four starts, winning the Jerome, Trenton 
and Roamer Handicaps as well as finishing second 
in the Woodward Stakes. As a 4-year-old prep- 
ping for the Charles H. Strub Stakes, the son of 
Decidedly and the Royal Union mare Queen City 
Miss suffered a fractured sesamoid during a 
morning workout and was retired. 

Tinajero entered stud in 1972 at Sagamore Farm 
for a fee of $3,500 live foal. For five seasons he 
stood at Sagamore before going to Kentucky and 
subsequently to his present residence. North 
Louisiana Stud near Benton, Louisiana. Several of 
his best-known get are Maryland-breds, includ¬ 
ing $250,163-eamer Gasp (bred by Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt) and For Love and Glory, who stands for 
$1,000 live foal at Shamrock Farm. Tinajero's latest 
stakes winner is the Maryland-bred 7-year-old 
horse Alra, winner of the Clasico George Wash¬ 
ington in Puerto Rico. 

In 1980 Alra was named top imported Puerto 
Rican older horse. He is a homebred owned by 
Clinton Stables and is trained by A. Escudero.

Preakness 
Nominations 


Virtually all of the 50 males rated best in 
their class are among the near-record 323 
3-year-olds nominated for the 107th running 
of the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico Race 
Course on May 15. 

For the second year in succession the 
Preakness nomination list exceeds 300, and 
this year's total is second only to the record 
338 named a year ago for the 109-year-old 
middle jewel of the Triple Crown. 

Heading the list are Deputy Minister, the 
1981 2-year-old champion, and his chief ri¬ 
vals—Nitram Stable's Timely Writer, Ber¬ 
tram R. Firestone's D'Accord, Marvin L. 
Warner and John C. Oxley's Stalwart and 
20-20 Stables' Cassaleria. 

Also nominated is the 19812-year-old filly 
champion. Calumet Farm's Before Dawn, 
who lost only once last year, bowing to high- 
ranking Timely Writer in the Champagne 
Stakes, but beating other colts, including the 
champ himself, Deputy Minister. 

Before Dawn is among 13 fillies named for 
the Preakness, including the Maryland star, 
S.D. Peskoff's Snow Plow, winner of the 
Selima Stakes; Muckier Stable's Apalachee 
Honey, who copped the Alcibiades and So¬ 
rority Stakes last year, and Joseph LaCroix's 
Ticketed, winner of the Hollywood Lassie. 

The distant state of California is repre¬ 
sented by 59 California-based hopefuls, the 
largest number of Preakness nominees ever 
recorded from that state, giving the Pimlico 
classic a national flavor in an extremely com¬ 
petitive season. 

D. Wayne Lukas, trainer of the 1980 Preak¬ 
ness winner. Codex, has named six of the 
Californians. One of them is the West Coast 
champion Stalwart, the nation's top 2-year- 
old money winner with $528,595 and victor 
in his last four races, including the $750,000 
Hollywood Futurity and the $150,000 Nor¬ 
folk Stakes. 


"Stalwart is one of those kind that come 
along every 10 years," Lukas said by tele¬ 
phone from his bam at Santa Anita. "He's a 
super good one and he'll get better as the 
distance increases. He's definitely a very 
good mile and a quarter horse" (the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby distance). 

Lukas also feels strongly about another of 
his hopefuls. Tartan Stable's Muttering, who 
scored an impressive three-length victory 
over Cassaleria in the Auld Lang Syne at 
Hollywood Park to close out his 2-year-old 
season. 

"There's not much difference between 
him and Stalwart," Lukas said. "And Mut¬ 
tering is getting better every day. He will also 
get better as the races get longer." 

Lukas said he is planning to race Stalwart 
and Muttering twice before shipping them 
eastward for the Triple Crown races. Stal¬ 
wart will go in the San Felipe Handicap at 
Santa Anita March 21 and either the Santa 
Anita Derby or the Blue Grass Stakes at 
Keeneland April 22, Lukas said. The Santa 
Anita Derby is one of the stakes on Mutter- 
ing's schedule. 

Deputy Minister, winner of eight races 
and $406,614 last seaspn, is a doubtful starter 
because of an injury sustained recently in 
Florida. 

The home state of Maryland has 17 on the 
Preakness list that are based in Maryland. 
Heading the group are Snow Plow, John A. 
Manfuso's A Magic Spray, which won five 
straight last season before losing one; Chris¬ 
tiana Stable's Linkage, trained by Henry 
Clark and winner of three stakes in Louisiana 
this winter; Nathan Scherr's Aloma's Ruler, 
winner of the Bahamas Stakes at Hialeah, 
and Hawksworth Farm's Talk of the Times, 
trained by Buddy Delp. 

The Preakness, which originated in 1873 
and is one of America's oldest and most 
prestigious races, is run at one mile and 
three-sixteenths. Since 1936, the winner of 
the Preakness has been judged the nation's 
3-year-old champion 26 times, and in 14 of 
those years he also has been named Horse of 
the Year. 

Buckland Farm's Pleasant Colony, 19813- 
year-old champion, won the Kentucky Der¬ 
by and the Preakness before he lost in the 
Belmont Stakes in his unsuccessful bid for 
the Triple Crown.

Maryland Hunt Cup Course 























Bootmakers who pride themselves on 
quality may be a dying breed in this age of 
cheap mass production, but in Maryland 
there is a company which continues to make 
boots the same old way—a fact which has 
not escaped the notice of the world's leading 
horsemen. 

Bill Shoemaker sends his orders from Cali¬ 
fornia and Dick Francis, the great English 
mystery writer and former steeplechase 
jockey, stops by the Laurel shop whenever 
he comes to Maryland. 

It's an unassuming little plant (2,500 
square feet) on C street in downtown Laurel. 
And its workers (12 in number) are more 
interested in their tasks than in submitting to 
interviews. 

Atmosphere in the plant founded by A.M. 
Kroop is that of relaxed confidence—every¬ 
one seeming to appreciate his or her role in 
the production of one of the world's most 
unique products. 

Mr. Kroop learned his trade in Russia. 
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He immigrated to this country in 1906 
and, as soon as he could manage it, he cre¬ 
ated his own bootmaking company. 

Many manufacturers today produce sev¬ 
eral thousand pairs of boots per day, but 
Kroop yields only 20 to 30 pairs—the same 
volume it produced 50 years ago. Kroop 
ships its product all over the U.S. and to 
numerous tack shops abroad, and its cus¬ 
tomers have a wide variety of styles and ma¬ 
terials from which to choose—whether it be 
exercise, riding. Western, jodhpur or the 
newer "Kroco" synthetic boot. 

Although Kroop does do business with 
the fashion conscious customer desiring that 
daring pair of dyed red elephant skin West¬ 
erns, 80 per cent of its business is with jock¬ 
eys, whose needs are a primary concern of 
the bootmaker. 

Many jockeys demand special attention 
for certain individual foot problems. While 
Kroop does not specialize in orthopedic 
boots and shoes, it is usually able to accom¬ 
modate special situations with ease. Accord¬ 
ing to Randy Kroop, the granddaughter of 
founder A.M. (Pops) Kroop, these special 
cases are a challenge that keep the bootmak¬ 
ing profession lively for her and those who 
work with her. 

The great demand for the Kroop boot has 
necessitated a doubling in the number of 
staff in the past twenty years. Mary Kroop 
Kleinman, secretary and daughter of the 
founder, notes that demand has always been 
greater than supply. Kroop's stock riding 
boot did not see the shelf all of last year. 

During the months of September and Oc¬ 
tober the supply is almost always depleted. 
Winter months are devoted to catching up 
on orders and on anticipated demand for the 
following year. Randy says it is common to 
see the same customers coming back for 20 
years. Orders from Hong Kong and England 
arrive frequently. 

Synthetic materials have spelled a new era 
for the boot industry. 

Mary Kroop Kleinman, who orders the 
materials, admits that the new nylon zippers 
"will outlast the brass zippers, and they are 
easier to repair." 
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Bootmaker continued 

The rare kangaroo skin has met its match 
in a lightweight material called Kroco which, 
when teamed with strong nylon stitching 
(instead of cotton thread), creates a durable 
boot that stands up so well that very few 
repairs ever have to be made. Jockeys are 
amazed by its near indestructibility. 

Dedication to the final product on the part 
of the workers is what makes the Kroop boot 
stand apart. 

Eyes fixed on the task in progress, each 
worker is involved in one of the hundred- 
odd steps of joining different materials to 
create fine footware. Machines with names 
like cutter, channeller, outsole stitcher, trim¬ 
mer, crimper and pullover assist the worker 
in some of these steps, but most of the finer 
finishing touches are still completed by 
hand. 

All of this is accomplished in a congenial 
yet intense atmosphere by the employees 
who begin their working day at 6:45 and 
wind up at 3:30. 

The clean precision-crafted work which 
results from their efforts is undoubtedly due 
to training that is peculiar to the Kroop tradi¬ 
tion. Most of the workers have been trained 
at the Laurel plant. 

Unlike other specialized manufacturers, 
the boot industry is without an organized 
system of apprenticeship. For this reason, 
there is a fear on the part of producers like 
Kroop that such small scale operations are a 
dying breed. In fact, since many elderly 
workers have died or retired, Kroop is hav¬ 
ing problems in repairing the various ma¬ 
chines in the shop, some of which date back 
50 years. 

Except to Morris and Israel Kroop, the two 
current heads of the outfit, and the scores of 
workers who have passed through the halls 
of Kroop, the firm's techniques remain a 
mystery. 

Fortunately for horse people, the hand¬ 
crafted boot is still being made in Mary¬ 
land. □

President's Report 


January 

A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
January 7,1982, in the MHBA's offices at 201 
West Padonia road, Timonium, Md. 


The president, Douglas R. Small, called 
the meeting to order at 7:15 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai Jr., William G. Christmas, Fendall 
M. Clagett, Hal C.B. Clagett, Kimball C. 
Firestone, Janon Fisher III, Joseph B. Hickey 
Jr., Jerold C. Hoffberger, J.W.Y. Martin Jr., 
John B. Merryman, Betty Shea Miller, John 
C. Mobberley, Douglas R. Small, Katharine 
M. Voss. 

Absent were: None. 

The minutes of the previous meeting hav¬ 
ing earlier been mailed to all directors, the 
president asked for a motion that they not be 
read at this meeting. Mr. Bonsai so moved, 
seconded by Mr. Christmas. The motion 
passed without dissent. 

The president called on Ms. Miller for the 
treasurer's report. Ms. Miller read the fol¬ 
lowing report: 

There is a Finance Committee meeting sched¬ 
uled for Wednesday, January 20. At that time a 
complete financial statement and balance sheet for 
the past 9 months of this fiscal year will be pre¬ 
sented. 

The overall picture has been good. Our adver¬ 
tising revenue has exceeded our expectations and, 
going hand-in-hand with this , each month's 
printing bill has been an average of $5,000 below 
each corresponding month for last year. 

The one hitch in our budget (revenue) however, 
could be our sales receipts from the September 
1981 and October 1981 sales. Snowden has the 
particulars concerning recent phone conversa¬ 
tions with Fasig-Tipton. 


It is impossible at this time to make any predic¬ 
tions on how the fiscal year will end. The sales 
questions could affect our revenue anywhere from 
$20,000 to $50,000. (End of Finance Committee's 
report.) 



Ms. Miller's report was accepted on a mo¬ 
tion by Mr. Boniface, seconded by Mr. Fen¬ 
dall Clagett. 

The president called on Mr. Firestone for a 
report of the Sales Committee. 

Firestone said the first partnership auction 
with the Maryland Sales Agency (to be held 
February 14) had closed with over 400 en¬ 
tries. He noted that our February auction of 
1981 had resulted in a catalogue of 230 head. 
Firestone called on Carter for a report on the 
$100,000 colt sold in the May Two-Year-Olds 
in Training Sale.

He observed that a surplus is needed because an 
organization should always have a reserve fund in 
case of emergencies. 

After further discussion, the following fee 
changes were recommended: 

1. To register a foal as a Maryland-bred: $50. 

2. To register a yearling as a Maryland-bred: 
$75. 

3. To register a 2-year-old and up as a Mary¬ 
land-bred: $125. 

These fees would apply only to breeder I owner 
members. Non-members would pay $50 more in 
each category. Further, it was unanimously 
agreed that the breeder I owner dues be increased 
from $35 to $50. 

Returning to the Fasig-Tipton problem, Mr. 
Ryan suggested that the MHBA engage a lawyer 
to handle the matter. 

It was suggested that Louise Keelty be asked to 
become our attorney on this matter.

Show Horse Auction 

Twenty-eight dressage and show jumping 
horses and 12 younger colts and fillies were 
sold for almost $1 million by Performance 
Sales International at its second North 
American sale last month in Ocala, Fla. 

The European horses, imported to the 
United States by a syndicate headed by Eu¬ 
ropean show jumping champion Paul 
Schockemohle, included two licensed Han¬ 
noverian stallions which, in addition to their 
competition potential, will also be used for 
breeding. 

One of the stallions, Calvados, a 5-year- 
old dressage prospect, was the top priced 
horse at the sale, bringing $78,225. 


The second highest price paid at the sale 
was also for a dressage horse, Dior, a 5-year- 
old Hannoverian-Thoroughbred cross, 
which sold for $73,500. 

The 12 2-year-olds averaged $12,469. 

Following the sale Schockemohle said, 
"We are pleased with the outcome in Ocala, 
in that we have now successfully fulfilled the 
second part of our program to offer the finest 
European horses to Americans in varied 
parts of the nation. 

'"While the prices of the horses sold in 
Florida did not equal those at our initial sale 
last October in Newport, R.I., they nonethe¬ 
less reflect the strong need and demand for 
high quality horses by American dressage 
and show jumping enthusiasts, and by 
breeders and trainers. 

"We have already begun to assemble the 
collection of horses for our next sale and we 
look forward to continuing to be a strong 
factor in the American market."

30 Years Ago This Month 

The Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 

■ Shown on the cover was Mrs. Ella K. Bry¬ 
son's Wise Scholar, winner of Hialeah's Ju¬ 
venile Stakes and Bowie's Kindergarten 
Stakes. The daughter of High Lea and the 
^Rhodes Scholar mare March Scholar was 
bred and raised by her husband G. Ray Bry¬ 
son at their Elray Farm, near Kingsville, Md. 

■ In his column "The Racing Scene," Don 
Reed discussed the frequent changes in the 
1952 racing dates. "Last month, we gave you 
what we thought was the schedule. Since 
then, the setup has been altered and a great 
many other things have happened which, if 
nothing else, have put Maryland in the lime¬ 
light. In the midst of all the commotion, a 
few items have cropped up which are pleas¬ 
ing to horsemen and indicate that the spring 
season may be one of the best in many years. 
So all the news hasn't been of the kind to 
make peacelovers shudder. First of all, let's 
report that Larry MacPhail and his associates 
decided to go through with the deal to buy 
some 67 per cent of Bowie's stock and thus 
hold control of that organization . . . For the 
spring season, which totals 48 days, a dozen 
stakes offerings have been scheduled. More 
than a million and a quarter dollars will be 
offered horsemen in stakes and purses dur¬ 
ing the 48 days." 
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■ Results from a recent census revealed that 
the Thoroughbred horse population in 
Maryland had more than doubled when 
compared to the first horse census which 
was done in 1937. The number of brood¬ 
mares increased from 388 to 815, while stal¬ 
lions went from 31 to 75. 

■ Writing from Hialeah, Joe Palmer report¬ 
ed on the changes in Maryland racing: "The 
future of racing in Maryland is not particu¬ 
larly predictable, and it is getting to where a 
man who wants to go to the races at Pimlico, 
Bowie or Laurel had better ring up some¬ 
body that morning and find out where the 
racing is being held. At a hazard. I'd suggest 
Timonium. The important thing, really, is 
that the Maryland racing circuit, having been 
disorganized by the building of Delaware 
Park, and still more by the revival of racing in 
New Jersey, is being reorganized in terms of 
present conditions. In the process some tem¬ 
pers are going to be lost—some already 
have—and some tradition is going to be 
scrapped, and this is not good. It merely 
happens to be necessary." 

■ Notes from Humphrey Finney's Editor's 
Saddle Bag: 

January 16. Drove up to Frederick today to 
meet Dan Wright and address the Rotary 
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Club on the subject of "horses," no less. A 
lovely springlike day, so it was pleasant to go 
on to Walkersville and have a look at Mrs. 
Brann's horses there. Manager Frank Lee al¬ 
ways has the place in first-class order and a 
well grown lot of youngsters to show off. 
This year's crop will go to Saratoga again, 
most of them being by Pictor. This sire and

Went 
on to Downey Bonsai's to see another of our 
Newmarket purchases, the bay ^Olympic 
View, imported by Ed Nicodemus, and a 
stakes winner in England last year. This one 


has also traveled well and appeared quite at 
home. 

January 18. Cleaned up in the office this 
morning and took the noon plane for Los 
Angeles, where we arrived in fine shape af¬ 
ter an uneventful flight. Came on to the 
Mayfair and had a long visit with Tyson Gil¬ 
pin of Fasig-Tipton and Shinpei Shuru, op¬ 
erator of the Tokyo equivalent of the Racing 
Form. 

January 19. To Hollywood Park early this 
morning to inspect such sales offerings as 
were on hand. The tremendous rains have 
washed out roads and held up a number of 
consignments which were to be vanned from 
the North. Back out to the Mayfair and out to 
Santa Anita to see Counterpoint win the San 
Fernando Stakes and To Market the San 
Carlos. Renewed acquaintances with many 
old friends and disposed of a lot of catalo¬ 
gues for Monday's sale. Back to the hotel and 
early to bed. 

January 20. Captain Lionel Cecil, of the

Park and George Stratton's Circle S Farm, 
accompanied by Kenny Schiffer. Our object 
here was to have a look at the brilliantly fast 
horse Your Host, now the property of the 
insurance company and recovering from his 
injuries which for a time threatened this 
game Thoroughbred with the need for de¬ 
struction. The son of *Alibhai looks amaz¬ 
ingly well. He handles himself in truly re¬ 
markable fashion. All impulse is from his 
hocks, consequently a wonderful sense of 
balance has developed. One was reminded 
of a well trained dressage horse as one 
watched Your Host get around his paddock 
with astonishing freedom of movement. He 
jumped and kicked out with all four, landing 
on his three good legs, but with the hind 
ones taking all the bodily strain. I suppose it 
is a matter of luck if he is able to last many 
seasons under the handicap he has, but I am 
sure that any properly restrained mare will 
offer him no serious problem just now. (Edi¬ 
tor's Note: Your Host, when bred to the 
Count Fleet mare Maid of Flight, sired Kelso, 
voted racing's Horse of the Year a record five 
times.)
